guarantee the quality of the goods. Yet, as one must gather 
trom the testimony, the Washington apples, without inspec- 
tion, have been uniformly sufficiently superior to drive out the 
Ontario apples, notwithstanding inspection, 

Asked for an explanation, Johnson gave it in one word: 
“Co-operation.” Co-operation, said this dean of the eastern 
apple growers, is the lever by which Washington, without 
inspection, and British Columbia with no better inspection 
than the eastern provinces, have been prying Ontario out of 
the western market; and co-operation, in his estimation, is the 
only method by which the Ontario grower may re-capture and 
hold the market. 

It is not the law nor the inspection that will make the 
apple growers fix up an honest box, whether someone is look- 
‘ing or not, but the sense of personal responsibility which goes 
with co-operation; the feeling of the fruit grower, when he is 
ypicking the box, that through his co-operative agency, with 
‘possibly the intervention of a subsequent retailer in some of 
‘the prairie towns, he himself personally is selling that identical 
box of apples to the ultimate consumer, and that consume! 
iwill learn his name by reading it in plain letters on the outside 
lof the box. 

The Ontario grower, whose barrel is anonymous, has no 
‘such prompting to preserve his own good name, ‘nor is he as 
interested in what happens to the reputation of the middleman, 
who is going to skin him anyway, as he would be in maintain- 
ing the prestige of the co-operative concern of which he 
formed a part.

EUGENIC LAW TOO PERSONAL 

TO MEET ACCEPTANCE. 

In its eugenic marriage law, Minnesota is undertaking a 
Step which promises to bring all_ kinds of trouble to the 
aut’: ilies entrusted with carrying it out, and quite probably 
to bi. disaster at the polls to the party responsible for the 
enactment of the law; but which is, nevertheless, a law 
‘founded upon not only common sense but almost necessity. 

One of the big insurance men, talking at one of those 
annual gatherings where they felicitate about the spread and 
advancement of life insurance, said that the time had arrived 
when they should give some consideration to the conservation 
of the men of 40. The progress made toward checking the 
alarming infant mortality was satisfactory. But the weaker 
children, whom previous conditions had not permitted to sur- 
vive, were now reaching middle age where, having learned 
a trade and having become in every respect equipped to render 
a valuable service to society, they are cut off at the very time 
which should be that of their greatest usefulness. 

The insurance man’s plaint, of course, was from the point 
of view of the insurance company which, since the conserva- 
tion of infants, will have to revise its actuarial deductions to 
make room for an unexpected increase of mortality among 
40-year-olds, 

But if there is reason for the insurance companies to feel 
A new apprehensiveness about the risks upon the lives of 
middle-aged men, how should one regard the lot of the widows 
and children? And what right has a man or woman whom 
any medical man might be able to testify beyond reasonable 
doubt had no more than a five or a ten year lease of life, got 
Ao contract matrimony and make his or her subsequent demise 
into a life-wrecking tragedy for children not yet advanced 
‘enough in years to be able to take care of themselves? 

This is the common sense behind the eugenic law; this 
and the frequency of a class of secret diseases which ‘have 
‘become a public menace. The trouble with the eugenic law 
is that, while it is founded upon common-sense and justice, 
it is altogether too personal to meet acceptance,

TROY, BT 

The first “application ot thel name >of 
Troy to the New York state municipality, 
now famous throughout the wofld as tho 
“Collar City,” was made on January 3, 
1789, just 125 years ago today, when the 
burghers met in solemn conclave and voted 
that “the people known by Van der Hey- 
den'’s or Ashkey's Ferry, situated on the 
east bank of the Hudson river, shall be 
called and known by the name of Troy.” 
The city which now supplies a large pro- 
portion of all the collars and shirts worn 
by masculine humanity has had a long his- 
tory. In 1630 Killaen Van Rensselaer, a 
Wealthy pearl merchant of Amsferdam, pur- 
chased from the Indjans a large tract of 
Jand on the west bank of the Hudson, in- 
cluding. Fort Oratige, the present Albany, 
Seven years Jater he made another deal 
with the savages by which, for a trifle, 
he became the owner of a big tract on 
the east bank, including the site of Troy. 
Over this domain, which he callod 
Hensselaerswyck, he reigned as “patron” 
or king until the province passed into pos- 
session of the English. In 1810 Troy's 
population was only 3,895. In 1830 It was 
11,556; in 1900, 60,651, and in 1910 it 
Was 76,813.

Twelfth Night, the eve of the festival 
variously known as Epiphany, Twelfth 
Day, Twelfth-tide and Old Christmas 
Day, will be celebrated tonight by the 
Stage people of England, and to a les- 
ser extent, by actors and actresses on 
this side of the Atlantic. Twelfth 

Night was long generally observed with 
social rites and strange ceremonies by 
all the people of England and Scotland, 
but the tradition Is now kept alive prin- 
Cipally by theatrical folk. 

The observance of Twelfth Night hy 
Thespians dates from 1796, and had its 
origin in a bequest made by Robert 
Baddeley, a famous comedian of Drury 
Theatre, London, who died in 1794. In 
his will be bequeathed his cottage toa 
theatrical fund, in trust, to be main- 
tained as a home for four aged actors 
or actresses. He also left a fund to 
provide an annual expenditure of three 
pounds for a cake which was to be 
divided on Twelfth Night among the 
actors of Drury Lane Theatre. The first 
of these cakes was cut 118 years ago 
tonight. On #successive anniversaries 
sinec then the most celebrated actors 
and actresses of tbe inglsh stage have 
assembled to celebrate the cutting of 
the cake, In the course of years the 
cake-cutting has grown into an elabor- 
ate feast, which is attended by all the 
ieading lights of the London stage.

yard putt, you are sometimes inclined 
to think that the fidgetty business of 
holing out might well be eliminated. It 
seems to be almost an insult to the in- 
telllgence of a man who has obtained a 
perfect mastery over every stroke in 
the game to ask him to project the ball 
into a hole from a distance of three or 
four feet. The fact remains, however, 
that men who can literally Juggle with 
the ball up to a certain point often fail 
when they are faced with this tantaliz- 
ing problem, 

Perhaps the 
putting will never be solved. There are 
some who tell you that it is only by 
continual practice that any degree of 
reliability can be obtained. Tom Ball 
ix one of the most successful putters 
in the professional ranks, and he is 
aid to spend two or three hours a day 
practicing on the greens, But there 
are others who do not indulge In any 
training of this kind. Willie Park, for 
instance, waa a horn putter, and Jack 
White, a player with an almost equally 
great reputation on the greens, does 
not make a special feature of putting 
in his training. In many cases It seems 
to be a gift. There are plenty of men 
with long handicaps who might give 
points to even the most celebrated put- 
ters In a competition that was con- 
fined to the greens. By the grace of 
heaven they are blessed with an eye 
which retains a clear vision of the line 
to the hole while the stroke is being 
made and a touch that adjusts itself to 
a nicety to the required strength. But 
few of us appear to possess these 
necessary qualities. 

They may be acquired as Tom Ball 
contends, by constant practice, but 
there are some players who are con- 
vinced that sedulous practice only adds 
to their uncertainty on the greens. I 
know a man who spent a week on a 
putting course. He bought a contriv- 
atice for practising at home, and at the 
end of his training he knew every line 
on his dining-room carpet, and had 
several times equalled the record for 
the putting course. But when he got 
on to the green in the first match after 
his arduous preparation he was seized 
with what he described as stage fright. 
The hole seemed to shrink, he lost all 
idea of touch and distance, and was 
ignominoasly beaten somewhere near 
the turn. It is easy to become obsessed 
with the danger of missing a holeable 
putt, and when this occurs you may 
prepare yourself to hand over’ your 
half-crown, with as good grace as pos- 
sible. Unless, of course, your opponent 
is similarly convinced that putting is 
the hardest thing in the world. Then 
there is hope.
